Is not this ample proof of an outrageous 
wrong? And where does the proof come 
from? The poll-books of Precinct No. 131. 
Tune ballot-boxes cannot add anything to the 
eight of this testimony.

This same precinct of the Twelfth Ward 
rolls in fraud. In the poll-book there 
e 825 names registered, and all but thirteen 
Are voted, With almost unfailing regularity 
the word ‘‘voted’’ is written down ufter each 
name.

Presidential votes are always heavier than 
the votes cast in local contests, but the Demo- 
crates of the Twelfth Ward seemed to like Mr. 
Francis better than they liked Mr. Cleveland. 

St. Louis usually votes about 1 to every 81-6 

persons, so that the gain in the two precincts 
here named would appear to indicate the ad- 
dition of about 1,700 individuals to the popula- 
tion of those precincts between November 
and April, or an increase in population of 
over 70 per cent in six months. 
But this kind of proof is only inferential ; it 
is not as conclusive as some other proofs that 
the Twelfth Ward furnishes. Letus go back 
to the 131st Precinct, for instance, where the 
mythical Tom Sheridan got three fraudulent 
votes into the box. 

Here are some specimens of the frauds 
which the poll-book ofthis precinct reveals: 

Thomas D. Burke of 2304 Cass avenue is 
registered twice and marked ‘‘voted’’ twice. 
There is only one man ofthat name at that 
number. 

One John Crow is registered from No. 1340 
North Twenty-third street, and another John 
Crow ig registered from 1430 North Twenty- 
third street. Both are marked ‘‘voted.’’ They 
are one and the same John Crow, 1340 being the 
old number and 1430 the new number of the 
house in which he lived. 

Daniel J. Kelly of 2208 Cass avenue is regis- 
tered twice, and marked ‘‘voted’’ twice. 
There is only one Daniel J. Kelly at that 
number. 

John A. Weaver of 1418 North Jefferson ave- 
nue is registered and ‘‘yoted’’ twice. There 
is only one. 

But here is the best of all. 

William Oullinane, 2428 Dickson street, is 
registered and ‘‘voted,’’ and William Culli- 
nane, 242% Dickson street, is also registered 
and voted. 

James Cullinane, the ex-king of Kerry Patch, 
lives at 2423 Dickson street. This house also 
takes in the number 2425. He says himself he 
has only one son, and that son’s name is Will- 
iam, so that somebody cast an extra fraudu- 
lent vote on William Oullinane’s name last 
election. 

The poll-book of this precinct reveals num- 
erous other double registrations and double 
votes of this kind. . 

The cases cited show the existence of at least 
eight fraudulent ballots in the box belonging 
to that precinct. 

The proof is in the poll-books. What more 
can be wanted? 

I have some excellent material of the same 
kind gleaned from the Fourth Ward poll- 
books, but will be content to-day with merely 
stating that there is pretty good evidence at 
hand that fully 150 Republicans were disfran- 
chised in this ward. 

How was it done? 

By the same man probably who testified 
that he defrauded citizens of their votes in the 
election of 1880—Michael Burke 


did anything in my power to get him to 
strike them off.’’ 

“I would try to keep him from going back to 
the rear if I knew there were Republican votes 
there. * It the person in front didn’t 
know them we would strike them off. They 
were Republicans—that’s all I was after. Ger- 
mans and colored.’’ 

That’s the way in which Deputy Reviser 
Michael Burke did his work on one occasion. 
What he did last April we do not know, but he 
is @ fine daisy to entrust with the power of 
striking out voters’ names. 

There is proof that forty Republicans were 
distranchised in Precinct 97 of the Tenth Ward, | 
and that in Precinct 9 fifty men lost their 
votes simply because their color was black. 

Startling as all tnese statements must be to 
every reputable citizen,no matter what his par- 
ty, and though conclusive proofs are offered 
each day that gross and bnormous frauds were 
perpetrated atthe polls on the 7th of last 
April, those carryiag the burden of greatest 
responsibility in connection with that election 
seem indifferent to the fact thatthe public is 
entitled to some explanation. 

When Mr. Ewing began his contest in the 
courts his first petition was met with the re- 
sponsefrom Mr. Francis, through counsel, 
that the court to which he had appealed had 
no jurisdiction. 

The Supreme Court said the same thing, and 
Mr. Ewing filed another petition. 

Now the objection made is that there is no 
law for the adjudication of the case. 

No attempt has been made to answer the 
charges of fraud; no denial has been entered 
against any of the accusations; the positions 
taken is simply this: 

There is a statutory remedy in cases of this 
kind, but it doesn't apply to St. Louis, owing 
to an oversight in legislation; there being a 
statutory remedy, quo warranto or the com- 
mon law cannot be invoked; so what are you 
going to do about it? 

The sum and substance of which is, that St. 
Louis has no election law, and is at the mercy 
of repeaters, ballot-box stuffers, scoundrels 
who disfranchise honest voters, and fraud- 
perpetrators of every kind. 

It means that Fraud is king in St. Louis, and 
though he may be found out he cannot be 
punished.

GLASS MAKING. 


A German Invents a Method to Do Away 
With Crucibles. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcH. 

NEW YORK, February 18.—After many years 
of the use in glass work of crucibles in the 
preparing of glass for the pipes of the blow- 
ers, a German named Ferrari has found a way 
of doing without them by the use of a new fur- 
nace which now reaches its highest exposi- 
tion in the Bushwick Glass Works of William 
Brookfield, situated on Grand street, Brook- 
‘lyn. There every day, Sundays, of course, 
excepted, alot of glass-blowers may be seen 
éxemplifying the new system, which is, or 
may become, arevolutionizer in glass blow- 
ing. It is a simple method and one which 
it would seem ought to have presented itself 
to glass-blowers or glass bottle makers years 
ago. Given a certain mixture of sand, soda 


wants to reduce the cost of production, as well 
as increase the normal value of the ma- 
terial. 80, in Mr. -Brookfield’s place, where 
have been made three-fourths of the telegraph 
insulators used in this country, they are now 
trying the new system. Under the old-rash - 
ioned method, a crucible of molder’s clay, 
capable of holding a ton of glass mixture, was 
made. The crucible itself was heated for 
thirty-six or forty-eight hours, carried on an 
iron frame called a goat to a furnace, in 
which, heated to about 3,000 Fahrenheit, the 


lass material was dumped. There the cruci- 
Ble and its contents sizzled and boiled until 
the following morning, when the blowers 
stuck their long, polished blowing tubes into 
the white-hot mass and from that drew the 
material from whicn they blew bottles. So 
soon as the mass in the glass-blower's cruci- 
ble was exhausted, so soon he had finished 
his work. Under the new method a man may 
blow glass from one year's end to the other 
if he possesses the wind and energy. The 
supply of ma in inexhaustible crucibles 
is abolished. The mixture necessary for 
common green glass is dumped into a at 
tank, which takes the place of the five, six on 
eight crucibles in the old-fashioned 
furnace. When the mixture has reached 
the neces liquid condition and 
is molten glass it runs through a small fiue 
into another compartinent, and into this the 
workman sticks the end of his tube and picks 
up a quantity of material out of which to blow 
a bottie. There are no crucibles to annoy him 
or cheat him out of a day’s work, as the 
break of one may do at a and 
meanwhile fresh glass mixture is being heated 
into molten glass at the other end of the furn- 
ace. Asa matter of economy the most import- 
ant facts to tne maker are thatthe making of 
crucibles is abolished ; so virtually is the oc- 
cupation of the ‘‘master shearers,’’ the men 
who watch the crucibles and place them in 
tion for the biowers to draw from.

THOUSANDS STOLEN. 


A SUIT TO RECOVER A LARGE AMOUNT OF. 
TRUST FUNDS. 


The Legal Romance to Be Developed in the- 
New York Supreme Court-Bomanjee By 
ramjee Colah Arrested as a Wandering 
Lunatic Five Years Ago—Over $100,000 in 
the Parsee Merchant’s Possession Turned 
Over to a Court Clerk.

NEW YORK, February 18.—A suit having for 
its ultimate object the recovery of something 
like $75,000 from Nathaniel Jarvis, Jr., Clerk 
of the Court of Common Pleas, was begun be-. 
fore Judge Donohue in the Supreme Oourt, 
special term, yesterday, by Prescott Hall 
Butler, administrator of the estate of the late 
Bomanjee Byramjee Colah, a Parsee merchant, 


| Who was arrested as a wandering lunatic in 


this city in 1870 with about $100,000 in his pos- 
session. Mr. Butler was represented in the 
suit by Stephen A. Walker and Joseph A. 
Choate, and Mr. Jarvis by ex-Minister 
A. M. Keiley and Henry Thomp- 
son, of the firm ot Vanderpoel, . 
Green & Cuming. Mr. Choate opened the 
case by saying that in 1870, Bomanjee Byram- 
jee Colah, who was a Bombay merchant, 
about 26 years of age, left his home for a trip 
around the world, taking with him in money 
and securities about $100,000, his entire prop- 
erty. He first went to Calcutta, then to Eu- 
rope and in May came to New York. He 
wenton along and reckless spree in this city, 
and his conduct became a matter of such pub- 
lic notoriety that he was taken into custody 
as à person of unsound mind. About $40,000 
was found on his person and $60,000 more was 
found in his rooms at the Hoffman House. A 
Commission of Lunacy was appointed by the 
Court of Common Pleas, Colah was adjudged 
&lunatic and Nathaniel Jarvis, Jr., for many 
years Clerk of the Court, was appointed his 
committee. Upon taking charge of 
Colah’s affairs, Jarvis after some 
trouble, obtained the $60,000 from the 
hotel proprietors, less the premium in gold, 
the hotel people having promptly converted 
the money into United States currency. Jarvis 
thereupon began action to recover this pre- 
mium, amounting to about $8,000. The result 
of this action is unknown. -Mr. Choate said it 
would be one of the points inquired into in the 
accounting which was now sued for. ‘The 
Court of Common Pleas,’’ Mr. Choate: contin- 
ued, ‘‘appointed Maj. A. G. Constable com- 
mittee of the person of Colah, for the reason 
that he had traveled in the East and was sup- 
pues to be able to communicate with Colah 
n Mahratta.

CONSERVATIVES IN CAUCUS. 

LONDON, February 18.—The leading mem 
bers of the Oonservative party met at the 
Cariton Club at noon to-day, to confer upon 
the course the party shall pursue in regard to 
Irish affairs on the reassembling of Parlia 
ment. Lord Salisbury, late Prime Minister, 
presided.

The meeting resolved 
to make home rule atest question in the House 
of Commons, and for this purpose will sup- 
port the Parnellites in their demand to have it 
precede land reform in the consideration of 
the House.

SENATE JUDICIARY COMMITTEE. 

Mr. Edmunds’ Resolution and Report on the 
Removals Controversy Read in Open Ses- 
sion of the Senate—Prospects of a Big 
Political Debate—The Republican Pro- 
gramme—The Jefferson City Postmaster- 
ship—Appointments by the President. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DrspaTou. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., February 18.~—The Re- 
publican Senators are finally united. The 
resolutions on the Garland letter, prepared by 
Senator Edmunds will, when reported from 
the Judiciary Committee to the Senate, receive 
the undivided support of the Republican ma- 
jority. Ot this the Republican leaders feel 
confident. Mr. Edmunds’ report, as originally 
prepared, would not have received that sup- 
port. Mr. Edmunds ascertained this through 
conversation with other Senators, and set 
about modifying it. He succeeded in making 
itso conservative that there is little doubt 
that it will be adopted. In these resolutions 
the Senate declares its intention of refusing 
confirmation in cases where information has 
been refused. This intention, which has been 


1 known for some time, was interpret 
d to mean only a refusal to act. The Repub- 
lican Senators have decided to go further 

this. They will actin every case where infor- 
mation is refused them. Therefore, they will 
reject. In every case in which information 
has been called for and refused, the nominee 
for the office will be rejected. It will only be 
necessary, therefore, where a Republican 
Senator desires the rejection of a recently ap- 
pointed Democratic office-holder to in- 
timate to the committee havin the 
nomination under consideration t it 
might be as well to call for the papers. The 
committee will, on this suggestion, introduce 
in the Senate a resolution calling for the 
papers, which will be passed. The informa- 
tion will be refused, andthe nomination will 
then be rejected Many of the Republican 
Senators believe that the President will ulti- 
mately be forced to give up the papers. They 
say that his Democratic friends in the Senate 
will 3 12. him to do so, rather 
than see goo moerats rejected. It is hard 
to see what foundation there is for this hope. 
How, a nominee who has been 
rejected, continues to hold office until the end 
of the session, 80 * some of the best lawyers 
in the Senate. Then his predecessor returns to 
office to be suspended immediately by the 
President, who can then reappoint the rejected 
Democrat until the end of the next session 
of the Senate. The President has said that 
he willgreappoint all officials rejected for 
pore Pee reasons. There will be cold 
comfort for the Republican Senators then in 
these rejections. 


Garland’s Defense.

WASHINGTON, D. C., February 18.—The 
Washington Post, the sometimes administra- 
tion organ, took great pains some time 
ago to deny ‘‘on authority’’ that Mr.

THE DANGEROUS WIRES. 


The Fire Department Asks Immediate Pro- 
tection From Them. 
A meeting of the Council Committee on 
Public Improvements was held this afternoon 
in the Council Chamber to consider 
the bill providing for the -regu- 
lation of electric wires and electric 
light plants. The meeting was attended 


by representatives of the various electric light 
companies, anda number of gentiemen_in- 
terested in the bill, amongst them 
Charles Heisler, William Pow- 
h Maxon, of: ‘ E. 
the Washington University, 
G. Allen, Chief of the Fire Depart- 
ment Lindsay, and a number of others. The 
bill under consideration has already passed 
the house, and ita main object is the 
protection of the lives and the persons 
of the members of the Fire Department, who 
not infrequently come into contact with the 
wires strung upon houses and poles. The fire 
laddies, in order to do their work more ef- 
fectively, are required to cut the wires and 
in doing so run a terrible risk from the un- 
usually strong currents of electric fluid cours- 
ing through them. The bul proposes 
to remedy the evil by 
insulation and switches are to be p 
the poles at every block so that instead of cut- 
ting the wires it will be necessary only to turn 
off the current at the nearest pole. 
FIRE CHIEF LINDSAY 
said that the danger which the bill seeks to 
avoid is a common one, and that there are 
cases on record where firemen in the discharge 
of their duties have not 8 run the 
risk of serious injury but have been hurt. 
Mishaps of this nature are far more common 
in the East where electric light is used to a 
larger extent than it is here and he thought 
that the situation demanded some action on 
the part of the Assembly. 
J.M. Powell, on the contrary, contended 
that not a single case of loss of life from this 
cause could be quoted, and altogether the 
danger, he thought, was greatly overesti- 
mated, 

The principal Objections to the bill on the 
part of the electric light men are the switches 
at every block anda tax of per light. Be- 
fore the bill is finally 2 on by the com- 
mittee, thesé clauses will probably be modified 
so as to please the companies.

BOGUS BUTTER. 


Discoveries by Chemists that Aid the 
Manufacturers of Oleomargerine. 

Co.tumsus, O., February 18.—It is announced 
here to-day that Prof. Weber, of the Chair of 
Agricultural Chemistry of State University, 
has just made an important discovery in 
chemistry in connection with the microscopic 
tests to distinguish oleomargerine from but- 
ter. Recently Dr. Thomas Taylor, of the 
Department of Agriculture, announced ata 
meeting of microseopists that butter placed 
under a miscroscope showed round crystals 
marked by a plain cross, which could be found 
nowhere else. When the polarizer, or elenite 
is used with the miscroscope, the butter 
crystals, which are in reality only globes of 
fat, show four parts each, two green and two 
Yellow. The chemical test to distingnish 
between butter and oleomargerine ig 
very delicate, the only difference between 
the two material matters, appreciable to 
chemists, being that butter contains a small 
amount of buttric acid, which is lacking in the 
oleomargerine. This test is not always suc- 
cessful, and as the difference was likely to be 
wiped out by enterprising oleomargerine 
manufacturers, Dr. Taylor's discovery was 
heralded far and wide, and the test has been 
adopted wherever known. Prof. Weber has 
now discovered that the mixing of a little 
water and salt with the oleomargerine, a pro- 
cess it always undergoes, causes the 
butter to develop under the microscope ex- 
actiy such ‘‘crystais’’ as are found in the 
legitimate article, and the same result can be 
obtained with pure tallow treated in like man 
ner. This discovery destroys the usefulness 
of Dr. Taylor’s discovery and strengthens the 
position of the oleomargerine manufacturers 
and venders.

STANDING ON LEGAL RIGHTS, 

When the chief magistrate of a great 
city holds his office by virtue of a certifi- 
cate of eléction which notoriously rests on 
a scandalous foundation of unrectified 
election frauds, so gross, open and palpa- 
ble that nobody, denies them and no veil 
can hide them, he is sure to be advised by 
the perpetrators of those frauds to stand on 
his legal rights and to prevent the ex- 
posure and punishment of his friends“ 
by interposing every technical obstacle to 
a judicial investigation, and by availing 
himself of every weak point in the law to 
defeat the declared purpose and the ob- 
vious intent of the law. 

The citizen who thus manages to pre- 
vent the scales of Justice from being 
used in a private business controversy does 
not thereby improve his standing among his 
acquaintances. The St. Louis Mayor who 
takes such a course in a case that isa 
matter of public rather than of private 
interest—who seeks to hold his office by a 
title which he dares not submit to the ar- 
bitrament specially provided for by the 
Constitution of his State—puts himself in 
an attitude that is too questionable to be 
otherwise than painful to the honest 
masses of his party and to all who have 
respected him. They would advise him, as 
the Lord Chief Justice advised Falstaff 
—to answer in the effect of his reputation, 
and not as one having the power to do 
wrong through a technical immunity from 
coercion; to act as a lover of fairness and 
justice, and not as one who feels con- 
strained to trample on both in order to 
protect a strong gang of his supporters 
from the exposure and punishment of 
their frauds and felonies. 

To make the matter worse in this case, 
there is a conflict of Democratic judicial 
authority as to the validity of the shield- 
ing technicality. The Circuit Judges of

BOGUS BUTTER, 


Discoveries by Chemists that Aid the 
Manufacturers of Oleomargerine. 

CoLumBus, O., February 18.—It is announced 
here to-day that Prof. Weber, of the Chair of 
Agricuitural Chemistry of State University, 
has just made an important discovery in 
chemistry in connection with the microscopic 
tests to distinguish oleomargerine from but- 
ter. Recently Dr. Thomas Taylor, of the 
Department of Agriculture, announced ata 
meeting of microscopists that butter placed 
under a miscroscope showed round crystals 
marked by a plain cross, which could be found 
nowhere else. When the polarizer, or elenite 
is used with the miscroscope, the butter 
crystals, which are in reality only globes of 
fat, show four parts each, two green and two 
yellow. The chemical test to distinguish 
between butter and oleomargerine ig 
very delicate, the only difference between 
the two material matters, appreciable to 
chemists, being that butter contains a small 
amount of buttric acid, which is lacking in the 
oleomargerine. This test is not always suc- 
cessful, and as the difference was likely to be 
wiped out by enterprising oleomargerine 
manufacturers, Dr. Taylor's discovery was 
heralded far and wide, and the test has been 
adopted wherever known. Prof. Weber has 
now discovered that the mixing of a little 
water and salt with the oleomargerine, a pro- 
cess it always undergoes, causes the bogus 
butter to develop under the microscope ex- 
actly such ‘‘crystais’’ as are found in the 
legitimate articie, and the same result can be 
obtained with pure tallow treated in like man 
ner. This discovery destroys the usefulness 
of Dr. Taylor’s discovery and strengthens the 
position of the oleomargerine manufacturers 
and venders.

CONTINENTAL POOL ASSOCIATION. 


Made on Through Passenger 
Union Pacific—Causes of the 
on Freght Rates Expected—A 

Anticipated—The Local View of 


‘Rates by 
Bitter Fight 
the War. : 

New YORK, Februiaty 18. In regard to the 
smash-tp of the Traascontinental meeting 
yesterday, the Times this morning says: 
‘‘Yesterday’s meeting was not much better 
than afarce. Though some sharp words were 
spoken, before the final adjournment there 
was every semblance of amicable relations 
between the roads, as they bade one another 
good-by at the Windsor last night. They 
talked openly of a war of rates, which was to 
de precipitated forthwith. 

‘*You’ll be sorry for this; wein banktupt 
your old toad before this thing is over,’’ was 
the sentiment which each road’s representa- 
tive thought it proper to address 
t 68th of the others. All agreed 
that there should be a bitter railroad 
war at once, but each man tried to make it 
plain that not his road, but its rival, was 
doomed to some sad experience. Before the 
members ofthe shattered pool left town, a 
formal.notice was served on the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company, notifying it of the ter- 
mination of the contract by which it has been 
receiving from the members of this Transcon- 
tinental Association a monthly subsidy of 
$85,000. The letter containing this notice will 
be delivered this morning. All of the warring 
rallroad men sent long telegrams to their 
colleagués in the West as soon as they came to 
their speedy adjournment yesterday afternoon. 
They not only explained in these telegrams the 
reason for the smash-up of the pool, but out- 
lined their policy for the immediate future, 
declaring that a bitter war of rates between 
all members of the old pool must be waged at 
once. Forthe most part they ordered or ad- 
vised immediate cuts in passenger rates of 
from 83 to 50 per cent from present figures. 
Each of the representatives declared that the 
‘directors of his company were ready for the 
war, and would see to it that it was pushed 


. 

ne of the members of the old pool, who was 
present at all the late conferences, said last 
night: This means a good deal more than 
will 1 at a rst glance. It means a hot 
fight between the big Transcontinental lines 
for the mastery, and a fight that cannot,under 
any circumstances, be brought to a close for 


four or five months. 


EVERYBODY IS MD, 

and nothing short of a rate war on a big scale 
can clear things up. Not only passenger busi- 
ness, but freight tariffs will be cutdown. The 
Pacific Mail has been notified that it must 
look out for itself, and every possibile 
disturbing factor is alive and working. But 
the Transcontinental lines are not going to 
have it all to themselyes. The Granger Roads 
will be brought into the tangle ee | quickly, 
andthe fight between the St. Paul and its 
rivals, which recently seemed to be averted, is 
likely to break out now at a moment’s notice. 
At one time, during the recent negotiation, it 
did look a little as though a temporary peace 
might be patched up, but it was seen that no 
sort of a pool could last long, for by the mid- 
die of May along would come the Canadian 
Pacific with the right to claim asharein the 
pool, and then’a new division of earnings and 
alot of new jealousies and troubles would 
be sure to crop out. It was a hopeless 
task; no sort of a pool could be formed 
which would stand the hard tests to which it 
would have to submit, and this war, which is 
certain to follow now, could not be averted in 
any way. Mostof the men have gone West, 
ready to fight to the very vergeof bank- 
ruptcy.’’ a 

Another member of the demolished pool 
said that the trouble which has developed into 
such alarming proportions was to be traced 
to the lesser lines in the association which in- 
sisted on having a bigger sbare of the per- 
cen than has ever hitherto been awarded 
them. This 2 declared that it would 
be wholly futile to attempt to bring about an 
further conferences. A war of rates, he said, 
was certain, and it would be continued, he 
thought, a long time and be very bitter.

Bunking in Iceland. 
Iceland Letter tn Philadelphia Press. 

All membersof an Iceland family sleep 
in one room, and this, indeed, of serves 
all purposes save that of kitehen. Very 
narrow, and from 6 to 20 feet long, ac- 
cording to the size of the ta „ witha 
row of low bunks on either side, lea a 
space three or four feet wide down the 
center, these rooms are lighted by one 
small window at the end, ventilated by 
the door or the trap through which they 
are entered from below and warmed by 
the heat of the bodies collected in them. 
The — — — roof, constructed of 
rafters an n boards and cov- 
ered on the oustide with a thick layer 
of growing turf, rests on Ww 
walisand makes it impossible to stand 
upright except under the ridge.
